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Planting Time 
Near; Seed 
Slogan Revived 

Planting pot^toos atter tho corn 
has been put In, a practice ^^Uowed 
by many Corn Belt farmers, doea not 
produce tho best roaults, according to 
a five-year cxpcrlmont conducted 
cooperatively by t^o XInlted • Statea 
department of agriculture and 'the 
Iowa experiment station. The fact 
that tho minimum growing tempera- 
ture for potatoes Is fully 10 degrees 
lover than for corn would make the 
reverse of this practice seem advis- 
able, and yields from plantings, made 
on various dates from early April to 
the middle of June have proved this 
contention to* be sound. Tho early 
planting also has tho advantage of an 
early fall market when prices usually 
are better than a Uttle later when 
marketing Is In full awing. 

In tkls experiment tho Rural New 
Torker variety was used and the 
dates of planting wero set at 10-day 



intervals, belnnlng April 10. Tho sea- 
sonal rise in temperature reaches the 
40-degrco line in central Iowa usually 
a little before the middle of April. 
The best yields wore obtained from 
plantings made shortly after the tem- 
perature passed the 40-degreo line.

Tho average for the 
five years for tho April plantings was 
124.4 bushels and for' the plantings 
made tho first halt of June 76.2 
bushclB per acre.

What Becomes of 
The Tax Dollar 



A conslderahle portion of the funds 
required ,for state expenses la lUK 
nols now Is raised by other means 
than direct taxation.. This method of 
providing funds also Is used hy many 
others states, some of which raise all 
revenue required by Indirect taxation. 
The building of hard roads with funds 
created by motor license fees Is one 
form of indirect taxation. 

Since the subject of hard roads has 
obscured almost every other public 
topic in Illinois lately, many persons 
not familiar with the matter have 
been led to believe that another bond 
Issue would Increase taxation. Noth- 
ing could bo further from the truth. 
Motor car owners know thai they 
will continue to pay license fees, and 
that the money will be spent some- 
how by the state. The law authoriz- 
ing the diverting of these fees solely 
for road purposes merely gives the 
car owners good highways over ivhlch 
to ride, a privilege In return for thVlr 
license fees, to be enjoyed by all who 
drive. 

"Do you know," asked Governor 
Small the other day of a crowd of 
road boosters, one of the many to call 
upon him, "where your direct tax dol- 
lar Koea? Do you know that of tho 
?235.'S67,435 collected iti 1922, only 8 
percent Is for all state purposes?" 

The governor then pointed out, 
quoting from the records, that tho re- 
maining 92 percent collected is for 
county, road (county roads, not bond 
Issue highways) township, city and 
village, school and park taxes. The 
largest Item In the list la for schools, 
which ngure 41 percent of the whole.

PLANTING TIME NEAR; 

SEED SLOGAN REVIVED 

Seeding time being near at hand, 
the mln(i of tho fore-handod farmer 
turns naturally and easily upon this 
Important subject Governor Len 
Small, himself a practical farmer. Is 
one who heartily subscribes to tho 
sentiment expressed In Oie popular 
slogan: "Better Seeds, Better Crops," 
and Is personally Interested In what 
tho plant Industry department of tho 
state Is doing to asalat planters. 

Between 75 and 100 seed samples 
are received dally at the seed labora- 
tery of the state department of agri- 
culture sent in by farmers and deal- 
ers anxious to comply with the law. 
The law requires that seed sold In 
quantities or more than a pound must 
bear a label showing whether or not 
noxious weeds are present These 
tests are made free by tho depart- 
ment up to the number of Ave sam- 
ples. 

Reports Indicate that In some sec- 
tions of tho state farmers are selling 
untagged graaa and clover seed, one 
to another. In doing so thoy a'ro vio- 
lating tho law governing the sale of 
seods, and oro losing tho protection 
which the department service reii 
dera. Buying seed blindly Is false 
oconomy. Seeds sold not bearing the 
official tag in conformity with tho law 
defeat tho very purpose of tho raoa- 
suro. This may bo done unwittingly 
or otherwise, but either way the 
amount of barm committed Is tho 
aamo.

Cash or Liberal Terms 
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Avoid Chilling 
Eggs Gathered 
for Hatching 

Egga saved during late winter or 
early spring for hatching should be 
gathered often enough through the 
day to proYont any possibility ot the 
germs being klUod from becoming 
chilled, says tho United States dOr 
partment of agriculture, and for best 
results should be stored In a moder- 
tvtely CQOl place where the tempera- 
ture Is between 50 and 70 degrees F. 
It Is not advisable to hold hatching 
egga longer than 10 days or 2 weeks 
heCore being lacubatod, and tho fresh- 
er they are when set the better the 
chances ot a good hatch and strong 
chicks. It Is harmful to wash the eggs 
Intended for hatching, as the pores be- 
come nUed aud tho air is shut oH 
from the living embryo. 

It is also advisable to test the eggs 
in each sitting for the removal ot the 
Infertile ones, which will give a bet- 
ter chance to those that are left. This 
should be done about the sixth or 
seventh day. A simple homemade 
tester can be made in a tew minutes 
from a small wooden or pastboard 
box of such size that a common hand 
lamp, a lantern, or a caudle can be 
placed In It. A hole should be cut In 
the top directly "over tho Uame. and 
another a little smaller than an egg 
In one side opposite tlie llame. The 
testing should be done In a dark 
room. 

In testing, the light shining through 
tho eggs held against the hole In the 
side of the box, shows tho condition 
of the egg. An Infertile egg la clear, 
whllo the fertile egg will show a 
BpldOTllke formation, a center with 
long, creeked threads, leading out- 
ward, and this formation will float as 
tho egg is turned.

Strawberries Are 
Best Small Fruit 
for Home Garden 




Strawberries are srf easily handled 
and require so little room that If only 
,one of the araull fruits can be grown 
In the home garden they should have 
the preference. New plants tor set- 
ing out this spring can be purchased 
at small cost from a nurserj-nian, or 
perhaps may be obtained free from a 
neighbor. In either case, says the 
United States department of agricul- 
ture, Uie bed should contain some 
plants known as a perfecL-blosaom 
variety, otherwise the plants of the 
imperfect-blossom variety in the bed 
will not be pollinated anO consequent- 
ly win not bear fruit. 

Strawberry oiossoms are of two 
kinds. One kind Is called perfect, 
stamlnate, or male, and the other 
kind Imperfect, pistllate. or female. 
Some varieties have perfect blossoms 
and other varieties have Imperfect 
blossoms. Those with perfect bios- 
some produce pollen which will fer- 
tilize both perfect and Imperfect blos- 
soms and enable them to bear fruit. 
The varieties of imperfect blos- 
soms can not set fruit without r-> 
celving pollen from perfect biosHoms. 

If both kinds are planted there 
should be at least one row of per- 
fect-blossom variety to four ro-.vn 
with .imperfect blossoms. The nur- 
seryman's catalog will specify ihu 
kind of blossoms. Set the plants early 
in the Hprinir, !f possoble, so they will 
get llio benent of the spring rains and 
make a atrongth growth. Trim off the 
dead leaves and all but one or two 
live ones and cut the roots to 4 or Ti 
Inches long. Spread the roots some- 
what and set the plants the same 
depth in the soil as they were before 
they were dug. Be especially careful 
not to set them deeper and not to get 
earth over the growing crowns, for 
this will probably kill the plants. 

The plants may be grown iu hills or 
In narrow or wide matted rows. For 
very small areas, plants set in hills 
close together will no doubt produce 
tho most and largest fruit, but will 
require more care than matted rows. 
For hill growing, set tho plants 1 foot 
apart In tlie row and havo tho rows 
just far enough apart to cultivate 
easily, say for 2 to 3 feet; or set two 
rows a foot apart In double rows and 
have a space of 2 or 3 feet between 
the double rows. Keep all runners 
cut off and glvo good cultivation, so 
as to make extra strong plants.

Building of the new courthouse an- 
nex started the latter part of tho 
week on It first step toward reality. 
Awards were made for the work at a 
special meeting of the board of supor- 
vlsors. 

Lako county took all but one of the 
places In tho awarding of bIdH.and 
the new addition which will make Uie 
courthouse a more spacious and last- 
ing affair, will ho constructed for the 
most part by local men. 

, Oscar Sandstrom, Waukegan con- 
tractor, was awarded the contract for 
general contracting .with a low bid of 
$164,000. This bid was lower than, ex- 
pected and followed In line with the 
other bids which fell below estimates 
In most cases. 

The board voted to concur In the 
report of the public building . and 
grounds committee In recommending 
that the contracts be awarded as fol- 
lows : I 

Oscar Sandstrom, general contract- 
ing, 5154,000. 

ThomaH J. KilMnn, North Chicago, 
heating ^ind ventilating, 521.730. 

Thomas J. Klliian,' plumhing, sew- 
age and gas iltting, §10,300. 

"Warner Electric company, Wauke- 
gan, electrical work, §4,500. 

American Moslac Terrazo Floor 
company, Chicago, S1,G50. ■• 
, These amounts appeared also on 
the schedule of. low bids returned by 
the committee. The whole aamount 
awarded totaled §192,2;i0. 

Failure to employ union workers on 
the Job knocked Zlon Institution and 
Industries from at least two awards 
In the day's proceedings. The -Zlon 
firm had low hid In both the plumbing 
and electrical work. In the plumbing, 
the Zlon bid was §S,QOO, and In elec- 
trical work, §4,425. 

The committee expressed Itself op- 
posed to accepting these bids on the 
qualification that, the work of con- 
structing tho addition would he held 
up and possibly impaired by the ap- 
pearance of non-union workers on tho 
job. . ' 

.'Bids on linoleum floors, electric ele- 
vators, vault equipment, steel .fur- 
nishing and -wood furniture were ,re- 
jected and tho matter was ordered re- 
advertised. 

The rejection came because only 
one or two bids had been placed on 
the, linoleum floors. In the matter of 
the electric eltvators. It was pointed 
out, tliere appeared a variation In 
bids because of the difference in 
speed at 200 and 250 Eoet a minute. ■ 

The work of providing vault equip- 
ment and steel and wood furnishings 
should be gone Into more lu delail, 
tho committee felt, and the matter 
will proliably he brought up at dlf- 
Cereht times. No particular plans 
have yet been made for the furnish- 
ing of the vaults and various rooms 
in the courthouse, It was stated. 

The low bids in the rejected work 
were as follows: 
Electric elevator,' §4,800. 
Vault equipment and steel furnish- 
ings, §14,903. 

Wood furniture, §13,707. . 
Tho total amounted to §37,460 In 
this, making a grand total of §229,000 
in the showing as a possible cost for 
tho whole work. 

In a resolution passed after the 
awards were made, the county clerk 
and the chairman of the board were 
empowered to sign contracts with 
those who were given the work. 
Checks, 'except for thoao of tho two 
lowest bidders In each of the accept- 
ed, classes, were ordered turned back 
to tlys contractors. 

"The county clerk was given tho 
power to draw on the county treas- 
surer the llrst of each month archi- 
tect's certillcatcs to pay tho contrac- 
tors 85 percent o£ the valhe of the 
material in tho building. This will be 
(lono In order .that tho contraotora 
may bhtnin money as the work pro- 
gresses to have their notes discounted 
if need be. 

Following the complotlou of the 
awards, which really ended the term 
of the present board, adjournment 
waa taken until March 30. 

Nothing In particular Is coming up 
at that time, tho action being taken 
simply to keep tho board as a func- 
tioning body and to retain the powers 
of chhirmanship In tho deals wilh Uie 
contractors.
